$5.7 Billion For Education

WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi­ 
dent Kennedy today proposed a 
$5.7 billion aid-to-education pro­ 
gram designed to set "a new 
standard of excellence in educa­ 
tion” available “to all who are 
willing and able to pursue H.” 
In a special message to Con­ 
gress. the President called for; 
A three-year program of out­ 
right grants to the states for use 
in building classrooms or raising 
teachers’ salaries. It would pro­ 
vide an average (rf $19.75 for each 
child in average daily attendance 
in public elementary and second­ 
ary schools the first year, in­ 
creasing to an average of $24 22 
the third year Total cost: $2.3 
billion. 
$700 SCHOLARSHIPS 
A five-year program of college 
scholarships, averaging $700 each 
with an additional $350 to colleges 
and universities for each scholar 
ship winner enrolled. There would 
be 25,000 scholarships the first

HARRISBURG 
AP'--The Law- 
r o r o administration ie consider­ 
ing a new approach to prosecut­ 
ing persons responsible for deaths 
on Pennsylvania's highways. 
Tho proposal is being whipped 
together for submission to the leg­ 
islature at a later date. A brain­ 
child of the state police, the pro­ 
posal is regarded by its boosters 
as a more effective way of pros­ 
ecuting persons who cause deaths 
on the highways by reckless driv­ 
ing. speeding or, in general, by 
violating traffic laws. 
Specifically, the proposal would 
create a “death by motor vehicle'* 
charge to fill what many author­ 
ises consider to be a big gap in 
state laws for prosecution of cases 
involving fatalities. 


W ON'T REDUCE PENALTY 
‘This is not a thing to reduce 
the penalty.’’ Walter W. Geisey, 
Gov. Lawrence's executive secre­ 
tary, said Sunday “It is to put 
a penalty in the law for use rf 
the more serious charge cannot 
be sustained." 
The legislation is being held up 
for a Justice Department study to 
determine rf the penalties should 
be changed 
In its present form 
it would provide for up to three 
years’ imprisonment or fine of 
$2,000 or both. 
“ We have recommended the es­ 
tablishment of the charge causing 
a death by motor vehicle’ because 
our experience has shown us that 
in a great number of cases juries 
are misled by the word man­ 
slaughter.’’ said State Police Com­ 
missioner Frank G. McCartney. 
LIGHT SENTENCE 
“ It seems that in the minds of 
many 
people, 
manslaughter 
is 
something very much like mur­ 
der." he added. "Very often juries 
will not convict on this charge be­ 
cam e they know the defendant, 
whatever 
his mistakes, did not 
commit murder. 
"But the result is that such de­ 
fendants are let of! with very light 
penalties."

NO MONEY TO BUILD 
No funds were recommended for 
constructing schools 
or

Senate Minority Leader Everett 
M. Dirksen of Illinois announced 
he was ready with a Republican 
substitute for Kennedy’s education 
program.

GRANTS TO STATES 
Kennedy's proposed grants to 
the states for classroom construc­ 
tion or teachers’ salaries would 
cost $666 million the first year, 
$766 million the second, and $866 
million the third. 
The task force, headed by Presi­ 
dent Frederick L. Horde of Pur­ 
due University, called for $30 for 
each pupil in average daily at­ 
tendance, plus $20 per pupil in 
states below 70 per cent of the 
national average income, pius $20 
per pupil to cities over 300,000 
population. The first-year cost wa* 
put at $1.5 billion. 
The Senate bill passed last year 
called for an average of $20 per 
pupil w’ith a first-year cost of 
$928 mi I hon.

amount of money made available 
under the administration program 
for each pupil in average daily 
attendance would range from a 
minimum of $15 in nine states and 
th ' District of Columbia to a high 
of $29 67 in Mississippi. 
The formula for allotting the 
federal money is based on the 
state s total personal income per 
each child in average daily attend­ 
ance compared with the national 
figures.

OHIO IS RISING 


MANY CUBAN 
INDUSTRIES 
‘PARALYZED' 


By HAROLD K. MILKS 
HAVANA (AP) - Despite the 
Castro regime’s boast that k has 
thwarted the U S, economic em­ 
bargo of last October many Cuban 
industries are paralyzed by short­ 
ages of raw materials and spat.* 
parts or operating only sporadi­ 
cally, industrial sources reported 
today. 


This is particularly true of en­ 
terprises 
formerly 
owned 
by 
Americans. The sour cess cited the 
once-flourishing tire industry as a 
prime example. 
It used to turn out 1012,000 
automobile and truck tires a week. 
Now it produces a trickle of about 
300 from one of four factories 
that used to be run by Goodyear, 
Goodrich, Firestone and U S. Rub- 
ber. 


NEED MATERIALS 
This plant will close down its 
production line Tuesday because 
of acute shortages of raw ma­ 
terials, said an industrial expert. 
"Unless some carbon black and 
certain other essentiab are found 
quickly, Cuba’s tire production is 
a dead duck," this expert said. 
Sources said Cuban authorities 
made desperate efforts to get sub­ 
stantial quantities of carbon black 
in Canada but failed They turned 
next to Europe, seeking offers on 
both sides of the Iron Curtain 
without immediate result. 
Washington banned U.S. exports 
of everything but food and medi­ 
cine to Cuba four months ago in 
retaliation for Castro’s virulent 
anti-United States campaign, his 
nationalization of almost all U.S. 
property in Cuba and lus increas­ 
ingly close ties with the Commu­ 
nist bloc. Cuba used to buy about 
75 per cent of all its imports from 
the United States, or about $300 
million worth a year. This has 
been cut to a third.

SLOWED FALL 
Harry plunged down the 16-inch 
- pipe with 250 feet of water at the 
bottom. But there was one thing 
in his favor. 
‘‘That board helped compress 
air in the pipe,” said Stage, "and 
this undoubtedly slowed his fall. 
But he couldn’t tread water be­ 
cause of his broken legs and 


pelvis.” 
From the bottom of the pipe 
came Harry’s voice, "Daddy, get 
me out of here.” 
“Don’t worry, son, and don’t be 
scared.” replied his father. "We’ll 
get you out. Just push against the 
sides of the pipe so you don't 
sink.” 
The dozen or so men now gath­ 
ered al the scene heard Harry 
reply, "Okay, daddy. I will." 
USED LARIATS 
A lengthy cable was no help. 
It curled up about halfway down 
the pipe. 
Then Stage decided he would 
try to slip down the pipe. No good, 
It was too tight. 
Recalling a block and tackle at 
a neighbor's ranch, Faubion drove 
seven miles at high speed to get 
it. But its rope was gone. 
Faubion stripped the ranch of 
lariats and hastened back. 
Tied together, the lariats came 
to more than 300 feet. The line 
was dropped into the pipe. 
Eagerly, the boy called, "Daddy 
I can hold on to it while you pull 
me tip.”

COULD HELP CASTRO 
"If Argentina succeeds,” he told 
me earnestly, "then other Latin 
American countries can succeed, 
too. If we fail, then Fidel Castro 
will gain significant help and far 
greater 
possibilities 
in 
Latin 
America.” 
The Argentine army, regarding 
itself as a sentinel over the con­ 
stitution, has s t r u c k heavily 
against Peronistas, Communists, 
and Castroists alike. But still the 
germ of Castroism became deep­ 
ly imbedded. It infected many in 
influential places—men and wom­ 
en able to command followings of 
dissatisfied workers, restless stu­ 
dents, resentful intellectuals, all 
shades of unreasoning anti-Yan­ 
kee ism. 
"DISASTER AT POLLS" 
In the ranks of labor, former 
dictator Juan D. Peron left a leg­ 
acy of tough-core Peronistas who 
now cast blank ballots in elec­ 
tions. An effective voting alliance 
of these Peronistass with the ex­ 
treme left could produce disaster 
at the polls for the future of or­ 
derly constitutional government in 
this rich, key South American na­ 
tion. Already there have been in­ 
stances of Communist-Peronist al­ 
liances on the union labor front 
and for purposes of terrorism di­ 
rected against the Frondizi gov­ 
ernment. 
The Communists have made 
good use of extreme Socialists 
and romantic students—makers of 
revolution—who regard Castro as 
a symbol of a wave of the future. 
ELECT ANTI-YANKEE 
The combination demonstrated 
its potential by jolting the Fron­ 
dizi government in recent sena­ 
torial by-elections in the federal 
capital. They elected to Parlia­ 
ment 8(Vyear-old Alfredo Palacios, 
for more than 50 years an ardent 
anti-Yankee 
Palacios seems to regard the 
United States, as he did when he 
entered the political arena in the 
early 1900s. as a nation dominated 
by super-greedy imperialists. He 
is worshiped by students as a 
founder of Argentina's university 
system. And .students are an im­ 
portant political factor, since the 
voting age is 18. 
HE HATZIS COMMIES 
Palacios evidently hates com­ 
munism as much as he hated 
Peronism. But he was attracted 
by Castro’s Cuban regime when 


he visited Havana in 1959. Now 
in Argentina’s Senate lie may fill 
the role of catalyst to rally forces 
of the left for united opposition 
to Frondizi's program to bring 
economic recovery out of the 
wreckca ge left by the Peron dic­ 
tatorship. 
It is even possible that these 
factors, coupled with the threat of 
Peronist v o t i n g strength, can 
force the Frondizi government 
into a program with a far more 
leftist look in an effort to per­ 
suade Argentina’s workers that 
they have a stake in the goven- 
ment's future. 
MAJOR TEST SOON 
A major test will not be long 
in coming. Early in 1962 Argen­ 
tina will elect half its Congress. 
Much of the major legislation 
relating to the government’s pro­ 
gram of recovery through free 
private enterprise will have been 
pushed through by that time. But 
the opposition could impede its 
implementation. 
Peron nationalized virtually av 
ery aspect of Argentina’s econom­ 
ic life. The Frondizi government 
has reversed much of the nation­ 
alization and has produced a peso 
which has been remarkably sound 
and stable for more than a year. 
AUSTERITY MEASURES 
Frondizi has been required to 
adopt austerity measures, never 
popular, to produce stabilization 
of the currency and economic re­ 
covery. 
The president says this recov­ 
ery already has been largely 
achieved with some U.S. help but 
mainly by “the work and sacri­ 
fices of our own people.” But 
Frondizi has a critical year ahead 
in which he must convince the 
voting public of a highly literate 
country that the sacrifices have 
been fair and equal among all 
classes. 
''I'm sure,” the president told 
me. “the people of the country 
will understand these measuress 
have been for their own welfare.” 
But I talked to some restless 
students about it, They were not 
in a mood to understand. One, 
representing conservative thinking 
among Buenos Aires University’* 
65.000 students, insisted that the 
administration of Frondizi has 
"failed to reach the people.” 
For example, the student said,

Alsogaray 
"represents b i g bittiness and 
speaks in terms wdiich can hard­ 
ly be clear to the ordinary simple 
workers who once thought and 
probably still think that Evita 
Peron (wife of the dictator) was 
a saint.”

broker is a busy fellow rn today's 
livelier securities market. 
He is the middle man for for­ 
eign and domestic banks with idle 
fonds and the investor who scents 
a good thing in a bomi or stock 
but hasn't the cash handy to 
iwing the deal. 
There ane only a few such bro­ 
kers in the field and demand for 
their services fluctuates widely. 
Dun iv the big 1958 furry in I' S. 
government bonds, singe loans 
ran as high as $50 million. The 
bonds dropped so far belout re­ 
demption price as to tempt many 
with little cash.* 
D H. Blair & Co. estimates that 
in an average day around MS 
million in new loans are floated 
and perhaps $600 million are out­ 
standing. It has handled as much 
as $30 million in a day and usual­ 
ly has about $200 million out­ 
standing. 
NOW HE WORKS 
Can in-Bantei A Co. says it has 
Kau a.-, much 
SHO million from 
one bank alone to plate. 
Here is how the money broker 
works: 
He keeps in contact with many 
banks D. H. Blair, for example, 
has some 230 ccMre»pondem thanks 
in the United States. Canada and 
overseas. One of these banks will 
tell the money broker the amount 
it can lend, for how long, and on 
what securities.

Mast banks prefer to keep such 
loans to 90 days. But most bor­ 
rowers renew for another period.

money broker s service charges, 
currently run from 41* to 5*« per 
cent.

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A Bit Of History About 
Early Settlers

STUKEL'! 6 RAVE AT 
BOILING SPRINGS 
Th® 
concluding 
evidence 
on 
just where Henry William Stiegel, 
who was noted for the beautiful 
flint glass manufactured at his 
Manheim plants, is buried us pre­ 
sented at this time. 


The 
Carlisle 
Furnace 
estate 
(now Boiling Springs, Cumberland 
County, Pennsylvania) had a bur­ 
ial ground for members of the 
Ege family ami another for the 
slaves who belonged 
to them. 
These two plots would seem to 
account 
for 
all 
concerned 
- 
but who is buried in the well 
marked grave located on the front 
lawn oi' terrace of the Mansion 
House? There in only one an­ 
swer to such a question. At the 
time this grave wa.*, dug it wa* 
intended as a temporary burial 
place and the occupant was to be 
moved to another site as soon as 
possible. Otherwise burial would 
heve been made in the plot al­ 
ready aet aside as a family bur 
tai ground. 
There is e \« y reason to be­ 
lieve that Stiegel was at Hie home 
of Michael Ege at the time of his 
death. The end came suddenly 
at a time when he had completed 
his preparations for tile return 
trip 
to 
Charming 
Forge. 
He 
(StiegeD was just about to lake 
Ins leave of Catharine Ege, hts 
sister-in-law, and other members 
of the family when -^.alm ost be­ 
fore they realized w-hat wa* hap­ 
pening — Stiegel was dead - 
apparently 
of 
a 
heart 
attack 
Death came so quickly there wa' 
not time to remove the cloak and 
high leather boots that fie had put 
on for the long, cold journey. In 
the excitement that followed the 
sudden attack those who cared 
for him gave no thought to their 
removal, 
The next question to be con 
sidered by the Ege family was 
where to bury Stiegel. The weath­ 
er effectively blocked the remov­ 
e r the body - at least at the 
rrnie. 
Both 
Catharine and Mi­ 
chael Ege knew that Stiegel de­ 
sired to be buried at Charming 
Forge. 
Perhaps 
Michael 
Ege 
wished to disregard this but his 
mother was adamant. So long as 
abe lived and had some voice in 
the matter every elfort would be 
made to carry out St leg el’s wishes 
After giving the matter some 
thought it was decided to prepare 
a temporary ©-ave on the terrace 
not far from the lake 
Later, 
when the weather moderated, the 
body would be taken to Charm­ 
ing Forge and there given perma­ 
nent burial. With a great deal of 
difficulty a grave of sufficient 
depth was dug and Stiegel * body, 
still clothed for his tourney and 
wrapped in blankets, was lowered 
into it 
Thus Stiegel, who during his com­ 
paratively short life had climbed 
to the heights and fallen Milo the 
depths, reached the end of his 
quest. His journey was ended Nev­ 
er again would he ta.>te the bitter 
bread of charity. 
The weeks and months passed 
Spring. Bummel', antiarin, then the 
cold and snow of another winter 
and still no attempt was made to 
move Stiegel'* boily to Chai ming 
Forge. The reason for this delay 
is now known but it must have 
been a good one. Catharine Ege 
wuuId not have been put off with 


an excuse she knew to be rnere 
subterfuge. It is quite possible that 
.she herself was ill and unable to 
push the project. 
On November 6, 1786, Catharine 
F.ge died and was buried in the 
plot of ground which had long 
since been set aside for a family 
graveyard After her death there 
was no one to whom Stiegel’s de­ 
sire to be buried at Charming 
Forge meant anything except so 
many words. A mere whim and 
an expensive one at that! The 
grave on the terrace became a 
permanent part of the landscape. 
At the furnace a small iron mark­ 
er was cast and placed at the 
head of Hie grave, while a field­ 
stone was driven deep into the 
ground at the foot. Less than 
hundred years later, however, the 
markers at the grave had entirely 
disappeared from sight, covered 
by earth and grass and the ex­ 
act location of Stiegel’s grave was 
no longer known. 
With th® passing of tile years 
the 
Ege 
estates 
and 
fortune 
melted away. The last of Hie fam­ 
ily to live in tile Mansion House 
at Boiling Springs was Peter Ege 
a brilliant but eccentric man. It 
was this Peter Ege, however, who 
mark' the only clear, concise state­ 
ment to come from the Ege fain 
ily 
concerning 
St iegel\s 
burial 
place. It happened in this way 
Sometime, before 
1876, while 
Peter Ege still occupied the Man­ 
sion House, he hired laborers to 
grade the front lawn of the estate 
down to the lakeside. One day, 
while Uiis work was in progress, 
one of the workman ran to the 
house in great excitement, to tel 
Mr. Ege that in the course of their 
labors they had uncovered the 
skeleton of a man, wearing the 
remains of what had once been 
high leather boots. Peter Ege went 
at once to th® open grave and 
ordered the workmen to clos® it 
immediately. He remained until 
all was in ureter once more. He 
must I lave felt thai this rather 
unusual discovery required some 
explanation for he said that the 
body was that of “ Henry William 
Stiegel, a relative by m arriage.” 
At that time Stiegel, his name 
or story, meant absolutely noth­ 
ing to anyone. He was, as yet, 
unknown to fame and few had 
ever heard of him. 'rher® wus no 
conceivable reason for Peter Ege 
to tell anything but the absolute 
truth. He did not expect his state­ 
ment to cause a sensation — and 
it did not, But it doe?, prove that 
the location of SUegel’s grave was 
a matter of common know ledge 
in the Ege family. 
Fortunately 
one of 
the 
wit 
nesses present on the occasion of 
the accidental discovery of Henry 
William Stingers grave was so 
impressed that he remembered 
the exact circumstances, all that 
was said and done. Many years 
later he repeated Hie story and 
in a .sworn statement gave a clear 
amt concise account of the unex­ 
pected discovery of a grave some 
70 years before. 
This is proof positive of the* lo­ 
cation of the grave of Henry WH 
jam Stiegel —> who was some­ 
times calk'd “ Balon” Stiegel by 
hts less affluent neighbors. 
By request a list of the marked 
graves in the Ege family burial 
grounds, kith at Boiling Springs 
and Pine Grove will be included

HOPE FOR NEW 
WATER PROJECT 
IN STATE SOON 


By RICHARD L. GRAVES 
HARRISBURG (AP)—iState con­ 
servationists are hopeful the cur­ 
rent Congress will approve estab­ 
lishment of a long-sought water 
research center in Pennsylvania. 
Efforts last year failed to get 
approval of the center recom­ 
mended in a special 1959 U. S, 
Senate study. 
Pennsylvania has been backed 
by ll other northeastern states the 
site for a 
hydrology 
research 
agency. The northeastern region 
has complained for years that 
there is no federal agency to work 
on the special water problems of 
the heavily populated area, though 
there are research units in a num­ 
ber of other parts of tile nation. 
RECOGNIZED PROBLEMS 
There is no water research cen­ 
ter east of tile Mississippi River. 
In the past, die ii. S. Agriculture 
Department ami Congress worked 
on the assumption that water 
problems existed only in the dry 
western states. 
Now they have recognized that 
water problems reach into all 
phases of the economy and there 
is wider legislative support for 
water research. 
State supporters of the plan are 
looking into the possibilities of 
liaving the water research unit 
linked to area redevelopment leg­ 
islation. Water is a major resource 
in industrial development. 
GROWING COMPETITION 
However. Pennsylvania and the 
other northeastern states 
have 
been facing a growing competition 
between industry, population and 
agriculture for available supplies. 
Though the state presently has 
adequate supplies of water, the 
threat of a limited resources is 
very real. Already there have been 
local instances of short-term short­ 
ages. 
Other redevelopment needs for 
water research would include flood 
control, recreation, and, of course, 
agriculture. 


From the farm standpoint, wa 
tor research is inseparably linked 
with soil conservation and is sore­ 
ly needed, especially since Penn­ 
sylvania producers are turning to 
irrigation to augment their activi­ 
ty and -take some of the risk out 
out of their business. 
MADE 'N 1959 
The recommendation that Penn­ 
sylvania be the site of the re­ 
search agency was made in Sen­ 
ate Document 50 of the 1959 ses­ 
sion. 
The 
commonwealth 
was 
selected because it has terrain 
typical of the northeast. 
Also, 
Pennsylvania has 
long 
been a leader in soil apd water 
conservation. Some 90 per cent of 
the state is covered by some type 
of soil or water conservation pro­ 
gram.
